WASHINGTON, April 10.—Her- 
cules apparently is winning out in | 
a popularity contest with Neptune 
and Andrew Jackson for the honor 
of having his classic features re- 
produced on the figurehead 6fthe 
old hero frigate Constitution. 

When she was first built, “Old 
Iron Sides’ carried a figure of 
Hercules on her plunging nose but 
it became a casualty in the Tri- 
politan war, a ‘cannon = ball vir- 
tually decapitating it. A carving 
of Neptune was substituted, and 
later a figure of Jackson, which 
was mutilated by a political foe 
of “Old Hickory.” At other times 
the ship carried at her bow sever- 
al figures of lesser celebrities. 

Now that the Constitution is to 

restored and take to the seas 
again, navy historians are puzzling 
over the erection of a figurehead.

THREE MINOR CHANGES | 


IN BASKETBALL RULES 
'MADE BY COMMITTEE 


NEW YORK, April 10. — Three 
minor rule changes were made by 
the joint basketball rules commit- 
tee of the Amateur Athletic Union, 
the Intercollegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation and the Y. M. C. A. at its 
annual meeting today. The most 
important changes involve’ the 


lows: 

‘In case of an injury to a player 
of the team not in possession of 
the ball, the whistle will be with- 


“Time out for a substitution or 
any other purpose will not be al- 
lowed after the ball has been 
placed on the line for a free 
throw. 

“Jumping centers will be per- 
mitted to stand outside the center 
circle providing one foot is touch- 
ing the circumference. A diame- 
ter will be drawn within the cir- 
cle, parallel to the end lines, and 
centers must not encroach on op- 
ponent’s territory on the opposite 
side of the line.”’ 

In the first rule change, the 
committee defined “completion of 
the play” as the time when the 
ball passes out of bounds, | goes 
into possession of the opposing 
team or after a try for a field 
goal. 

The second change was made to 
discourage the practice of calling 
“time out” to disconcert a player in 
the act of shooting a fou! goal.

“St. Louis, 
because of the large German ele- 
ment. in its population, has been a 
fine fleld for the swindlers.” 

The firms, according to their vic- 
tims, depend upon the public’s in- 
experience in distinguishing the 
worthless emergency loan bonds, 
and other securities, from the per- 
fectly legitimate post-stabilization 
issues, redeemable either in United 
States currency or in gold marks.

With an expected income of ap- 
proximately $550,000 for road pur- 
poses in 1926, St. Louis County will

NORTH MISSOURI 
COUNTIES TO HAVE 
MORE GOOD ROADS 


velop County Highways 
to Connect With the 
State System. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO, Mo., April 10.—A pro- 
gram to link’ county highways with 
State roads is being drawn in 
Audrain County, with the hope of 
building 145 miles of secondary 
roads to connect with'the 84 mlics 
in the State system. If completed, 


such a county system would unite 
all the principal towns, and no 
resident would be’ farther than 
‘three miles from one of the roads 
in the system. 

The 145-mile program has been 
indorsed by the Audrain County 
Good Roads Association, just 
formed around the road overseers, 
special district overseers and high- 
way commissoiners ofthe county, 
the proposed program representing 
the plan of Moss M. Edwards, 
county engineer.. 

The beginning would be simple, 
but effective, and would aim at a 
road so maintained that it would 
be passable for as many of the 
365 days of the year as any dirt 
road could be made. 

Cost of maintenance of the roads 
would be somewhat more than 
provided for in Monroe County, 
also in North Central Missouri, 
where it is planned similarly to 
care for 127 miles of roads and 
drag them’15 times each year. Also 
the plan is much simpler than one 
advocated in Boone County, ad- 
joining Audrain, where petitions 
were filed for a $1,000,000 bond 
issue, but were withdrawn later 
because of technical defects. 

The first step toward better 
maintained Audrain County roads 
has been the purchase of $5000

The two greatest sources of dis- 
tortion in a radio receiver are the 
last stage of amplification and the 
loudspeaker.

made. 

For several weeks past, thou- 
sands of radio listeners have been 
co-operating with the General 
Electric Co. by reporting on recep- 
tion of signals ‘an broadcast bands.

In Beethoven, in- 
deed, the distinction became pure- 
ly imaginary. * * * Everything he 
wrote was, in a way, program mu-~- 
sic, including’even the first two 
symphonies, and everything was 
absolute music, including even the 
‘Battle’ grotesquerie. (Is the latter, 
indeed, as bad as ancient report 
makeg it? Why doesn’t some 
Kappellmeister let us hear it?) 

The pecullar- virtues of Beetho- 
ven were the grand ones of dignity 
and simplicity. As a man he ap- 
peared to his contemporaries to 
have little dignity. He was queru- 
lous, nolsy and vain; he wore ab- 
surd clothes; he engaged in non- 
sensical quarrels; he forgot debts. 
But that was on the surface. 

Deep down there was another 
Beethoven whose soul was stately 
and austere—a man whose light- 
est thought had a curlously god- 
like quality—-a sort of blood broth- 
er to the Old Testament prophets. 
It is almost a literal fact that 
there is not a trace of cheapness 
in the whole body of his music. 

. Mozart and Haydn. 

OR is this due to reticence, for 
N no composer Was ever more ex- 
. pansive; it was his complete 
lack of reserve, indeed, even more 
than his purely musica] heresies, 
that shocked his contemporaries. 
Compared to Mozart and Haydn, 


What they failed to notice was the | 


noble quality of his confidences. 

Mozart, spreading himself upon 
the minutes, could never get be- 
yond™“the facile emotions of *good 
society: he was correct at all 
costs. Haydn seldom went much 
further: he was sentimental but 
never tragic, save now and then 
for a few measures, Old Ludwig 
rose far above all that. The feel- 
-ngs that he put into his music were 
feelings that music had been bare 
of since the days of Bach. 

He was never sweet and roman- 
tic; he never shed conventional 
tears; he never struck orthodox at- 
titudes. His emotions were not 
those of a common man: they 
were those of a man clearly superi- 
or and well aware of it. In his 
lightest moods there was always 
an immense and inescapable dig- 
nity. 

Great Tragic Poet. 

E concerned himself, not with 
He- puerile agonies of love, but 

with the eternal tragedy of 
man. He-was a great tragic poet, 
and like all great tragic poets, he 
was obsessed by a sense of the in- 
scrutable meaninglessness of life. 
From the “Erotica” onward he sel- 
om departed from that theme. It 
roars through the first mavement of 
the C-Minor symphony, and it 
comes to a stupendous final sgtate- 
ment in the Ninth. 

All this was new in music, and 
so it caused murmurs of surprise 
and even indignation. The step 
from Mozart's ‘“Jupiter’’ to the 
first movement of the ‘“Eroica” 
was uncomfortable; the Viennese 
began to wriggle in their stalls. 
But there was one among them 
who didn’t wriggle, and that was 
Franz Schubert. Turn to the first 
movement of his “Unfinished” or 
to the slow movement of =< his 
‘*Tragic,’’ and you will see how 
quickly the example of Beethoven 
was followed—and with what 
genius! But there was a long hia- 
tus after that, with Mendelssohn, 
Weber, Chopin and company per- 
forming upon their pretty pipes. 

Eventually the ,day of Nov. 6, 


1876, dawned in Karlsruhe, and 


with it came the first performance 


hard to think of a composer; even 
of the fourth rate, -who Avorkel 
with thematic matter of less in- 
trinsic merit. He borrowed tun-ss 
wherever he found them; he made 
them up out of smatches of country 
jigs; when he lacked one altogeth- 
er he contented himself with a 
simple phrase, a few banal notes. 

All such things he viewed simply 
as raw materials: his interest was 
concentrated upon their use. To 
that use of them he brought genius 
of the very first rank.

And into them he got a kind of 
feeling that even the Greeks could 
seldom match: he was pre-emi- 
nently a modern man, with all 
trace of the barbarian vanished. 

In his gorgeous music there 
went the high skepticism that was 
of the essence of the Eighteenth 
century, but into it there also went 
the new enthusiasm, the new da- 
termination to challengs and beat 
the gods, that dawned with tho 
Nineteenth. 3 

He was one of the noblest art- 
ists and one of the most remark- 
able men that the human race has 
yet produced.—From the Amer- 
ican Mercury.

HE second scene is given over

Here was the tall, lanky old 
figure with emaciated face and 
pointed beard to the life. 

Nothing more touching has been 
seen On the Metropolitan § stage 
than Chaliapin’s Don arriving on 
his spavined horse in the first 
scene, or being borne away, lying 
limp on the same charger, after the 
disastrou@#encounter with the wind- 
mills, or his vigil by his lance, or 
his collapse after his disillusion- 
ment by Dulcinea. 


His death scene was as@fine as 
the last few moments of Boris 
Godunoff, thought the two are at 
the opposite poles of intention. In 
Boris he showed the disintegration 
of strength, in Don Quixote the 
pathos of weakness. 


An Astonishing Portrait. 


HE consistency of this latest 

impresonation was astounding. 

During the entire afternoon Mr. 
Chaliapin’s every gesture, every 
inflection, evéry attitude kept 
building up an astonishing por- 
trait of a man who is too sensitive 
‘o face reality; who is forced, if 
he is to live, to create his own 
world, his own men and women.

Another Liberator Prepared. 
URKISH janizaries put down

peasants, hanging Juvan on a 
gallows and destroying the mon- 
ster with fire. To the ruins of 


their estate return Stevan  Miliec 
and his wife, with Stanja. The 
Gospodar, surrounded by wreck- 
age and death, finds that he is 
happy with an utmost keenness of 
intensity. He has made public 
confession of the secret that de- 
vastated his soul; the instincts that 
were suppressed have burst’ into 
the open. Now he sets about re- 
building, for there must be order 
as well as eruption, and Apollo 
must reign as well as Dionysus. 
But beside him stands the in- 
scrutable Stanja, heavy with the 
monster's child. If Pan, the free 
god of the forest, is again thrust 
into darkness and chains, fate has 
prepared for him another emanci- 
pator, another cycle of liberating 
destruction and bloodshed.

Rut the 
fact of importance to this little plains town 
of 1000 persone is that the hole ta there, 
e terrible vawning abyss. eerie and threat- 
eninge and profitable. It has pul Sharon 
Springs definitely on the map. No fewer 
than 25,000 visitora have journeyed here tit 
the month ainee ite was born. “Molly's 
lace.’ the Matin Street restaurant. where 
the diner earrten his own dishes out to the 
kitchen, Is doing a rushing trade. When 
the big Union Pacifie trains pass through 
en route from Kaneare City to Denver there 
ie n gravitation of travelers to the windowsr 
fsnd.a conspicuous craning of necks. 


“So this is the place,” they muse with 
curloxity, “where the earth fell in.” 
This unmistakably is the place. Five 


milex southeast of the town where the dry 
hed of the &moky Hill River winds along a 
low range of prairie hilis one finds it gaping 
in the river bluff like a huge voleanic crater. 
If the visitor approacher from the bluff aide 
he looke down a hundred feet tnto an ob- 
Jong pit where thonsands upon thourands 
nf tons of shale and clay and sand have 
disappeared from eight. Great finsures, 
rome a foot wide, radiate in all directions 
from the brink, threatening at any moment 
fo send countilesr other tone of earth fol- 
lowink in the myaterious plunge. While 
one looks down, slabs of rock and earth 
are seen to break off from the tottering 
walle and splash in the lake of dark green 
Water that has risen from below. Two days 
after the ¢ollapse that lake measured 64 
feet in depth and now it is more than 80 
feet deep, but still the water seema to have 
rixen little nearer the brink. The sinking 
movement appears to be continuing. The 
masres of rock and earth that fall almost 
daily into the crater show but small tend- 
eney to All it up. 


the task will, no doubt, be left to nature 

herself... It is a little too big for human 
hands. A local mathematician has figured 
that if a man dumped six wagon loadsa of 
dirt into it every day of the year it would 
take him about 2000 years to complete the 
job. The pit is now just about larze enough 
io 6emngulf a ten-story building without 
crowding, and the widening fissures, jagged 
and ominous, indicate the end is not yet 
in sight. At the brink the hole measures 
450 feet east and west and more than 200 
feet north and south. The pool below ta of 
dimensions somewhat emailer, but atill it 
la big enough to accommodate a good-alzed 
steamboat. Little wonder that it is attract- 
ing crowds of sightseers. A waterhole in 
Wemtern Kansas big enough to float a steam- 
boat would be a phenomenon in iteelf with- 
out taking account of espectacular origin. 


The origin of this strange crater, however, 
lacked nothing in the way of being spec- 
tacular. Without warning the bottom sim- 
ply fell out and the Smoky Hill River-—or 
rather what little water was in the Smoky 
Hill Basin--fell in. It was most unaccount- 
‘able behavior for a Kansas riverbed and for 
an expanse of Kansas prairie. On the night 
of Monday. March &. all was quiet on 
those plains, except the eternal Kangas 
wind. The base that always hangs just 
above the river course at evening was hang- 
ing that evening, bine and smoky as usual 
and undisturbed by rising dust of an ava- 
lanche.

Most of 
these contented themselves witir observation 
from a safe distance but some of the more 
venturesome walked up and peered into the 
crater. Ry thie time it had begun to fill 
with water and some of the frat to look 
in said the rising water appeared to he 
bubbling and boiling. Some even declared 
they detected the odor of sulphurous fumes, 
and this gave rise to a theory that a new 
voleano wae breaking into activity. A few 
believed the collapse had been brought 
about by an earthquake shock, and many 
contended that it was due to the explosion 
of a gas pocket far down below the sur- 
face, a blast which had opened a cavity and 
loosened the strata above. In. support of 
thie they pointed to the presence of gas 
wells in the community and the bubbling 
of the water in the pit.

One of her parishioners at 
Promise City had been near death’s door.

“But what could you do?” I asked. “Pray 
for the sick one? Talk to the family to 
comfort them?’ 

“It ia enough,’ she said, ‘‘just to be there. 
Words mean so little at a time like that. 
You just try to help by being with them.” 

It is significant-—that phrase—of the tact 
which has won for Patty Horn the warm- 
hearted support of her parishioners § in 
Promise City. 

In November she accepted the call to that 
pulpit. It was not her first. 


HEN Patty Horn came into this 
W\ world her father was a minister 

down in Rome, Tennessee, and a 
drawling Southern accent is her 
heritage. Bbe grew up in the parson's 
family. He, like most ministers, moved. 
Last year he was in the town of Lind- 
say, Oklahoma, a little city of 6000 
people. Patty, at that time, was a co-ed at 
Phillips University. 

She had learned something of ministerial 
routine just asa the son of a farmer learns 
to do the chores, learns to plow a straight 
furrow, learns to understand the theory 
of crop rotation. And when her father last 
year needed a vacation, the congregation 
of the Church of the Disciples of Lindsay 
asked his 18-year-old daughter to fill the 
pulpit. 

Patty Horn had taught Sunday School 
ever since she was big enough to direct a 
“cradle roll’class."” She had been the leader 
of the Young People's Society. She had 
pursued theological studies at Phillips Uni- 
versity. The people of Lindsay, knowing 
her, asked that she fill her father’s pulpit 
while he was away. She did. Her first ser-

mon, preached on Easter Sunday last year, 


was on “The Charge They Have Left 
Us."’ 

Meantime Father Horn had been asked 
to help out Drake University in its cam- 
paign-—or crusade—for an endowment. ~ He 
moved to Des Moines. Patty wert with 
him. He went out over the territory sur- 
rounding, preaching the need of a Chris- 
tian education. He came to Promise City. 
There was a church without a pastor. The 
elders invited Mr. Horn to fill the pulpit. 
When he explained that he could not remain 
there they asked for a recommendation. He, 
remembering his daughter's succese down 
in Oklahoma, suggested her. So Patty 
Horn, at a stipulated salary, became pastor 
of the church at Promise City. And the 
church began to grow. 

Instead of preaching damnation to the 
youngster because he is young, ehe has 


preached a doctrine of humanity, which has 
been acceptable to young and old. And yet 
she is most frankly a defender of the youth 
of today. 

“There are some giris,”’ she says, ‘‘who 
have a powder puff for brains, just ae there 
are some buys whose whole intellectual) life 
consists 1n an endeavor to blow smoke- 
rings. Suppose the youth of today were ar- 
ranged in a half-circle. You might draw 
a line—or try to draw a line—to bisect it. 
But you would not have all the.good on one 
side, nor all the bad on the other. There 
are, however, both extremes—good people 
and bad; so that down in the outer corners 
you might find some folks so bad there was 
no living with them, and some folks so good 
that with them you could scarcely get 
along. 

“Young people of today.’’ she continued, 
“aren't anything like they are painted. If

that each one must have his food in his own 
trough or he would not eat.

ing fortune, leaves her house in Vande- 
venter Place certain days each week for a 
shop in which she sells gowns and lingerie; 
and that Mrs. John H. Douglass, also a resi- 
dent of exclusive Vandeventer Place, 
mother of one of the season's most feted 
debutantes, and noted as one of the best- 
dressed women In society, has opened a 
clothes shop——these three items arouse new 
wonder and talk upon this subject of 
women of social position who are going 
into business. ‘ 

Many have been the explanations as to 
why women depart the ease and security of 
luxurious homes to enter the marts of trade, 
in which, it would seem, they are competi- 
tively at a disadvantage. Probably there 
are as many explanations as there are in- 
dividual women involved.

ACH one tells how the merry-go-round 
Oe society palls after a time and 
there remains little to fill the vold. 
Women whose minds are i developed 
through higher education cannot be expect- 
ed to occupy them with inferior house- 
hold duties and profitless amusements with- 
out deteriorating any more than their 
brothers can. Some of these women I 
have mentioned. have been spurred to 
their efforts by necessity, financial reverses, 
falling fortunes, the social position without 
the means to maintain it. Moat of them, 
however, could have fallen back upon male 
relatives for support. A generation ago that 
would have been their only respectable re- 
course. Nowadays no social stigma attaches 
to a woman’s working for money outside 
her home. War rellef work, into which 
women of fashion led the way, removed 
the last vestige of that atigma. It was war 
work which revealed to many of these wom- 
en their capabilities and taught them the 
satisfaction of competing with men at their 
own game. That was mostly volunteer la- 
bor, unpaid for except with glory. It {fs 
nothing new at all for women to work out- 
side their homes without other reward. than 
mere praise and gratitude. Glory was a 
great reward during the war. With its 
passing there was felt the need of some 
other substantial seal of appreciation upon 
their work. Why not pay in dollars and 
cents? There is no more convincing ap- 
praisal of the worth of one’s effort. 
Versatile as they have always been, wom- 
en found out they could ‘keep up the social 
as well as the business end, for it is note- 
worthy that women of social position who 
have gone into trade do not relinquish their 
social standing. Indeed, far from losing 
caste, what with so many fashionable women

doing it, a certain social distinction attaches 
to running a shop or having a job. Titled 
women are doing it in England and women 
of New York’s 400 are engaged in all sorts 
of business, but especially shops. 

Decidedly there is-a mental distinction 
to achieving a business success which is not 
to be lost sight of in the sum of one’s im- 
pressiyeness, if not one's attractiveness, to 
the sterner sex. There are certain social 
Outlets and contacts, too, not to be despised. 
A smart exclusive little shop becomes @ 
rendezvous for many of her old friends and 
she makes new ones, not always just the 
ones she would choose as intimates, bat 
whom she gladly welcomes as contributing 
to the success without which her venture 
has no adequate excuse for being. 


HERE are countless numbers of wom- 

' en who’ are working these days with- 
out the urge of necessity, for the rea- 

sons I have mentioned and many others. 


There is even a rebellion among those . 


obliged to work to earn their daily bread 
against the usurpation of jobs by those who 
do not need’ them. That point is beside the 
issue here. Out of the whole movement 
may there not be coming a solution of the 
problem of feminine unrest we used to hear 
so much about? Feminists and theorists a 
few years ago were much agitated on this 
subject, whereas lately we hear little about 
it. Get a remunerative job and stick to it. 
That may be the answer where women have 
been idle and discontented. 


Then what about the women who. must 
work and are correspondingly discontented? 
Many of these are becoming more addicted 
to jazz and responsive to the lure of white 
lights than ever. It is not too far-fetched 
to fancy the two classes, those who crave 
the butterfly existence and have it not and 
those who are abandoning a life of ease for 
labor, changing places. Hands and brains 
that were trained to adorn society and ab 
sorb the products of one class may become 
the producers themselves, catering to the 
lighter interests of the other class, and majy- 
hap, class distinctions among women, based 
upon the old Mary and Martha pattern, will 
disappear altogether. 

A striking case in point {fs that of one of 
these society women who have gone into 
trade who is catering especially to business 
women, inviting them to come and inspect 
her wares at their leisure, after business.

There is_no more convincing ap- 
praisal of the worth of one’s effort. 
Versatile as they have always been, wom- 
en found out they could ‘keep up the sociat 
as well as the business end, for it is note- 
worthy that women of social position who 
have gone into trade do not relinquish their 
social standing. Indeed, far from iosing
